tion, says \V. C. .Nicholson. Law to. 
formerly president or The McGill 
Daily, and Law representative lo Ihe 
Students' Council, in ihe course ol a 
letter to a classmate. The letter is 
written in acknowledgment of a 
Christmas parcel sent by the class. 
.Mr. Nicholson is serving with the ôtU 
Canadian .Mounted Rules, 
lie says under date of December 22: I 
"I was more than agreeably surpris-; 
ed to hear from you. and to have youjDeilie 
let me know of Ihe news around Old 
McGill, However, this agreeable sur- 
prise was trebled or quadrupled, or 
many times multiplied, to a very 
marked extent, although I cannot ex- 
actly estimate how greatly marked it 
was, 

"You cannot know how good every- 
thing tasted. Your choice could not 
have possibly been better. Everything 
in that box was well calculated to put 
me off my feed as regards army food 
for a day or so until the thought of its 
goodness had once receded into the 
dim past. 

"Jt Is hard to imagine ilia! there Is 
a war over here. Everything is calm 
and peaceful up to within two or three 
miles of Hie first line trenches. There 
are very few signs of devastation ex- 
cept within shell fire. This is, as 1 
say, about three miles from the front 
line trenches, 

"One billet in which we stayed for 
about a month had been struck by a 

'few shells about ten days before our 
arrival. Some came quite close, dur- 

! ing our stay there, but did no damage. 

.Our kitchen there was in a stable, the 
roof of which had been blown off by 

j the bombardment before our arrival. 

"At the present lime we are away 
from the line in billets which are very 
comfortable. The floors are coveted 
with straw to quite a depth, and this 
makes quite a comfortable bed. Since 
Joining the army I have slept on many 
varied specrcs of beds, ranging from 
cold stone to luxurious London hotel 
bed-, and have found none more com- 
fortable than those of our present 
billet. 

"Last Sunday there was a terrifie 
bombardment and gas attack by the 
Germans, which failed. There was a 
gseat aerial battle, in which nine aero, 
planes were engaged, but we couldn't 
sec the result, as it was too far away. 
Earlier in the morning a German 
aeroplane had been brought down in 
a town near us. 

"The Canadian and British artillcrj 
certainly are superior lo the German, 
I'or every shell Frit/ sends over, tho 
British send five or ten back. There 
seems now to be no shortage of am- 
munition. 

"I have been in the trenches on only 
two occaaions. and on neither did any- 
thing very exciting happen. A few 
builds whistled by as we were going 
In and coming out. The trenches are 
very muddy, but' nearly everybody is 
provided with long rubber boots (hip 
boots), which keep the feet dry and 
warm. Hoots have to he large enough 
lo wear two pahs of sock.-, and, eon* 
Sequent!/, to see a regiment on the 
(march you would imagine that they 
had descended from a race with web- 
bed feet, so out of proportion to the 
size of the rest of Ihe body are the 
I size or the feet encased in the 'Kitch- 
eners.' 

"The weather Is very wet out here. 
I the mud in several places being knee 
! deep. , 

"I paw syd. Brune au the other day, 

and be informed inn that hn had also 
been the recipient or your bounty. He 
is looking in the very best of health. 
They went, up to the front the day 
arter I saw him. 

"As we may move at any time, our 
Christmas Is to be held to-morrow, to 
ensure Its observance. 

"It is loo bad you have to write off 
.those first and second year subjects 
I wish you a li luck, and only wish I 
were, back with you. although this 
j business will have to be cleared up 
j before law occupies my mind to any 
great extent again. 

"The idea of holding 'Moot Courts' 
is an excellent one. and I hope H will 
be continued when ottce more we 
reach home. 

"I hope you will express ( 0 thr class 
my most grateful thank* tor their 
kindness in Glinting or me in : uch a 
substantial manner, ami assure them 
thai I have the grenier hopes ( ,r their 
and your success In jour exams. 
"I am.

Col. II. S. Blrkett, officer command- 
ing No. 3 Canadian General Hospital 
(McGill), and Peso of the Faculty of 
Medicine, who arrived in the city last 
night on leave from France, to The 
McGill Daily denied absolutely the re- 
port that he was to retire from the 
command of the hospital to accept a 
charge at Shorncliffc. Statements to 
this effect have been published In 
Montreal papers. "They are absolutely 
false," Col. Uirkett said, "and without 
foundation. i urn tumble to txplain 
how they originated." 

The hour of the expected arrival of 
Col. Blrkett was quite unknown to the 
students until late in the afternoon. 
Tlt-re were, however, several medical 
students at the station who saluted 
Col. Blrkett with the McGill yell, 
much lo the pleasure of the Dean. 

Col. Birketl is looking very well, hut 
somewhat serious and preoccupied. 
He is in I lie. city on only a few days' 
leave on official business in connec- 
tion with his unit. He will return to 
France directly. Sir William Peterson, 
Principal of the University; Dr. 
Hlackader, acting Dean of the Faculty 
of Medicine: the Itev. Dr. Hugh 
Pcdlcy, and many oiucib were at tho 
station to greet him, There were also 
quite a number of anxious friends of 
tho returning medical students wait- 
ing in vain lo get a peep at some 
familiar face.

rcrhaps the most interesting lec- 
ture ever given in Montreal on the. 
war was delivered by Major Hie Rev. 
Rrucc Taylor before the McGill Alum- 
nae Scciety last night on his experi- 
ences at the frout. The. large convo- 
cation hall of the U.V.C. was well 
filled when Dean Moyse rose to intro- 
duce the speaker. Dr, Moyse de- 
clared that McGill University bad been 
the first to move in making military 
preparations, and what, was better had 
sustained her Interest. He was g;a<t, 
too, to sec that the Alumnae and 
women students of McGill were also 
upholding this good record. Women 
III England, said the Dean, were doing 
exceptional things, even going the | 
length of taking midnight shifts In the 
munitions rat tories. The chairman 
then spoke in high terms «r Dr. Bruce 
Taylor, and introduced liim to tho 
audience. 

The Rev. Mr. Taylor said he felt 
greatly flattered at being asked to 
to speak lo ihe Alumnae of the Uni- 
versity. Women, especially In l?ng- 
land, be said, were doing wonderful 
work. In Canada they were doing 
their share, yet Canadians could not 
realize the full significance or the 
war. In England the urgency comes 
home to pockets as well as to minds. 
The darkness at night, claimed the 
speaker, was an especial change. 
London was practically without a 
light, and Edinburgh and Aberdeen 
were likewise. There was one sight j 
that Dr. Taylor said lie would tell to 
his great-grandchildren, namely, an 
air-craft gun firing from Piccadilly 
Circus on a German aeroplane. Per- 
haps, continued ihe lecturer, r*an»- 
dians had supplied in proportion as 
many men as Britain, He had him- 
self lived next door to the 1st and 2nd 
University Companies at Shorncliffe, 
and he had found them to be a credit 
to any country; in fact, it scemen a 
pity that so many men trained as offi- 
cers were going into the ranks. 

Britain, suid Major Taylor, is one 
huge camp. The lecturer landed at 
Devonport on June Cist, 10IS, with the 
4^nd Battalion, Me travelled along 
the South or England to London, 
and thence to Shorncliffe, spending 
his first night in camp on hare floors. 
At Shorncliffc were many Canadian 
units— tilth Dtittaliou from Edmonton. 
43rd liât talion from Winnipeg, with 
"Ralph Connor'' as chaplin; the Prin- 
cess Pats reinforcements and the Tor- 
onto University Hospital, Shorncliffe 
is but three miles from Folkestone, 
but the men were not encouraged to 
go into town. In fat t, said Dr. Taylor, 
Ihe problem that rated him as chap- 
lain was to give the men healthy oc- 
cupation in their leisure hours and 
still to keep them in the'cainp. Dur- 
ing the day the men were busy, hut 
alter 5 p.m. he did his real work as 
Football and baseball 
formed the sporting side of I lie leisure 
hours, while a recreation tent, which 
Dr. Taylor procured with great diffi- 
culty, was the other main attraction. 
There three conceits were held week- 
ly, until the men's songs and recita- 
tions began to lose their freshness, 
These latter were very humorous, but 
scarcely of a nature to quote to a 
prayer meeting. Another amusing re- 
creation was an improvised band, 
Which greatly disturbed the dignity of 
the magnificent Highland pipers. 
After a month nl Shorncliffc the bat- 
talion went to Hythe for its musketry 
training, where the lecturer did his 
duty in attending Id the bulls. At this 
time also .machine gun and signalling 
sections and scouts were scheduled. 
I Another feature or the recreative side 
of the Shorncliffe lire was the boxing 
I matches which were arranged with 
I sailors from Dover and with other 
j natta I ions. 

Dr. Taylor's Sunday work began 
early, but was brief. At 'J a.m. he had 
a service, at which about threo Lhou- 
sano men. composed or the Presbyter- 
ians in the 42nd. 43rd and 49lh Rat- 
talions, attended. The singing was 

rerj inspiring, while the meeting was 

shon. and crisp, only lasting half an 
hour. Again at 11 a m. he had an- 
other service. However, said tho lec- 
turer, the Chaplain's chie f opportunity 
was in training tamp, ror on active 
service it was Impossible to get many 
men in one place at one time. 

tin October !tlh the 42nd went to 
Frame via Folkestone and Botftogae, 
Sir .Montagu Allan saw the battalion 
ofr at Folkestone. t»nt rhe officers 
were so loaded that Ihey could not 
even take the boxes of Corona rtgars 
tha!

Another of Lt.-Col. .Magee's provis-

He was raised to tho rank of captain 
In 1002. In 1910 he took the first mili- 
tary staff course, and was afterwards 
appointed staff captain to Colonel 
(now Brigadier-Genera!) E. W. Wil- 
son, when he was in command of the 
12th Infantry Brigade. Captain Stike- 
man was a member of tho staff of tno 
Bank of Montreal, and is a son of Mr. 
II. Stikeman, who for many years was 
the general manager of the Bank of 
British North America.

Dr. William Stearns Davis, Protes- 
sor of History at the University of 
Minnesota, writes as follows lu the 
New York Times: 

On December 89 you published an 
abstract of a "pronunclamento" by the 
World Peace Foundation against tho 
introduction of military drill in our 
educational institutions. From the 
tone of its arguments I fear this utter- 
ance is only another portion or the 
cumulative evidence that many of our 
so-called "peace societies" have been 
so completely captured by the ultra- 
pacifists that genuinely poace-lovlng 
yet patriotic citizens can no longer 
participate in certain of them and also 
preserve Iheir American manhood. 
Since, however, this document makes 
the broad assertion that students arc 
sure to dislike military drill and that, 
such drill in schools and colleges Is 
useless for making efficient soldiers, J 
perhaps a concrete instance to the 
contrary will furnish the most effee- j 
tivo reply. 

The University of Minnesota re- j 
quires all its freshmen students to j 
take military drill upon entrance. 
Those students come directly from the 
high schools, and are hardly more ma- 
ture mentally and physically than tho 
senior high school pupils. In former 
years, when tho drill was taught by 
superannuated officers in a complete- 
ly perfunctory manner, it was indeed 
justly disliked as a waste of time. 
Within recent years, under a capable 
and sympathetic commandant, willing 
to study the local situation and to ap- 
preciate its possibilities and pitfalls, 
there has been a remarkable change. 
Taken as a whole, the 1,500 cadets of 
this university have become enthusi- 
astic with their work. The. best evi- 
dence of this Is the very large number 
that are volunteering to continue tho 
drill in the upper classes, where it is 
no longer obligatory; the almost em- 
barrassing proportion desire to carry 
voluntarily their study to the point 
where they can become cadet officers; 
and last, but not least, a really con- ; 
sideiable number arc anxious to go to 
"student camps" in the summer and 
fit themselves for officers' posts in;

Special Examinations For Those Men Slept On the Decks While 
Desiring Concessions To English Coast Was Being

At the latter 
institution he was well known in ath- 
letics, a member of the college Soccer 
team, and prominent in gym. work. 

Capt. W, A. Pickup, formerly of the 
class of Medicine '10, who has been 
spending a few weeks in the city, loft 
for his home in Annapolis Valley, 
N.S., last night Capt. Pickup was 
sent home on sick leave last Decem- 
ber, following an attack or typhoid 
fever. 11c has booked passage for 
France on the 29lh of thia mouth. 

Capt. Pickup is attached to No. * 
Clearing Station, "somcwhero in 
France." This clearing station, which 
operates five or six miles back of the 
firing line, is for the purpose of re- 
ceiving wounded as they are brought 
up from the line of action by ambu- 
lances. Here the wounds arc dressed, 
anti-tetanic scrum administered, and 
those patients who arc not mortally 
wounded arc prepared to be -trail s re r- 
rcd to the base hospitals, situated fur- 
ther back from tho firing line.

A new scries of regulations pertain- 
ing to conditions under which stu- 
dents of the Faculty of Applied Sc?- 
cntc may enlist for overseas service 
and still obtain their years or degrees, 
as the case may be, is contained in a 
bulletin issued by the office of the 
Dean of the Faculty. 

Students who desire to enroll for ac- 
tive scrvico and who wish to obtain 
credit for their year, cannot do so be- 
fore March 10, according to the pro- 
visions .of the ruling of Faculty, and 
those men must also on or about ibat 
date pass a series of special examin- 
ations in the various subjects of their 
courses. The bulletin reads: 

"A number of enquiries have been 
received recently by the Faculty of 
Applied Science from undergraduates 
who desire to enlist for overseas ser- 
vice, with reference to the earliest 
date at which they .may withdraw 
from the University, while at the same 
time obtaining their degree, or their 
year's standing, as the case may be. 

"The Faculty have therefore drawn 
up the folowlng regulations which 
will govern all such eases: 

" 1. No one leaving the University 
before March 15, 1916, will be granted 
his degree or given standing in his 
year. 

"2. All students who desire such 
concessions must, on or about. .March 
15th, pass a scries of special examin- 
ations which will be provided on the 
several subjects of his course. 

"3. The concessions in question will 
be Blunted only to those students who 
have enlisted for overseas service, 
who have obtained commissions for 
overseas service, or who have been 
recommended for commissions for 
overseas service by the competent 
military authorities."

The Rev. S. Lipson, in the course of 
his address, said that, if the ratio of 
proportion were taken into account, 
the Jewish contribution to the British 
forces was rather more than their 
share. It was really remarkable bow 
readily the Jews had responded to the 
call. They were represented in all 
the naval and military forces, and they 
had fought with gallantry for the ideal 
of liberty and justice. Three had 
been awarded the Victoria Cross, many 
had gained the Distinguished Service 
Order, Distinguished Conduct Medal, 
and the Military Cross, and several 
foreign decorations had been confer- 
red by the Allied countries in recog- 
nition of Jewish gallantry. 

The senior Jewish chaplain in 
France, in a message, said it was an 
inspiring thought that when England 
was calling upon her children to rally 
nround the flag of liberty and justice, 
her Jewish sons had responded with' 
such eagerness, and had fully upheld! 
the honor of their faith by their pat-j 
riotic ardor. On all sides he had' 
seen and learned the value of the] 
Jewish soldier in this mighty strtig-! 
gle, the praiseworthy manner in which, 
he had discharged his duty, and tho I 
dauntless spirit, with which he had 
proved his mettle, shoulder to shoul- 
der with his comrades of all other 
faiths.

Lieut. Mitchener, with the Fourth 
Universities Company, writes as fol- 
lows to The 'Varsity of the trip to 
Kngland and life at St. Martin's Plain: 
"As has already appeared in The 
'Varsity, this company sailed from 
Halifax on November 27th on the SS. 
Lapland. On board at the same time 
were the 37th Battalion, drafts from 
the 3Sth and the 92nd Battalions, as 
well as small drafts from other units. 
The trip across w as. on the whole, the 
opposite of eventful. In order that 
the men might keep In trim physical- 
ly, drill was held. Lectures on inter- 
esting subjects were given to the 
whole, men as well as officers; these 
were on such subjects as signalling 
and bayonet drill. As we approached 
England, precautions were taken In 
case of 'eventualities.' Each unit was 
given a certain number of boats and 
rafts, machine-guns were manned, a 
! considerable number of men were arm- 
led with rifles to be on the look-out 
j for anything in the way of a sub. As 
the boat neared the coast the men 
were ordered to sleep on the decks. 
We lauded at Plymouth on Sunday, 
December 5th, and immediately took 
the train for Shorneliffe. 

"Life so fur at Shorncllffo has taken 
■ the form of getting settled down in 
(he new 'home.' Tho Company ha3 
become a part of the 11th Reserve 
j Battalion, which reinforces tho 'Pats,' 
fi-C.il., 8th Battalion, and the 42nd 
' Battalion. The camp is on St. Mar- 
j tin's Plain near to Shorneliffe. In- 
I (cresting points, such as Caesar's 
Camp, arc near at hand, and taking 
trips to the neighboring town of Folke- 
stone seems to be the manner in which 
spare time is used. Aeroplanes and 
dirigibles have passed over the camp, 
to give, if necessary, a reminder that 
j.war is on, and, from the scacoast, de- 
stroyers ara to be sccu engaged in 
their manoeuvres or on patrol duty."

The importance of bayonet fighting 
is being given prominence by the 
Militia Department which has ordered 
a specially constructed model of rifle 
and spring bayonet tor the purpose of 
giving the members or the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force plenty or prac- 
tice in the use of what was considered 
by military wiseacres to be an obso- 
lete weapon. The most effective use 
has been made of the bayonet in the 
present war, and the "cold steel" of 
the British soldier has siiuck terror 
to the Germans in some of the most 
brilliant charges In history. For hun- 
dreds of years the bayonet has been 
used as a w eapon. Originally it was a 
short pocket dagger, and is no doubt 
tho weapon' referred to by Lingard, 
the historian, when writing of the 
battle fought in France in 1153, In 
which he says that "the English com- 
mander was slain as he lay on tho 
Held with a bayonet." As a distinc- 
tive arm it was invented by Puysegar, 
a cutler, of Bayonnc. In Southern 
Frame, about 1650. It Is from this 
city that the bayonet gets Its name, 
although it. is not improbable that It is 
derived from the old French word 
"bayon," which meant the arrow or 
shaft of the cross-bow. It was not un- 
til the reign of Charles the Second 
that the British soldier carried a bay- 
onet of the modern kind. A royal 
warrant issued in 1672 directing the 
arming of Prince Rupert's regiment of 
dragoons with a matchlock musket, 
collar of handoliers, a sword and a 
bayonet or great knife. Originally 
the bayonet was screwed into the end 
of the barrel of the gun after it had 
been discharged, which made the mus- 
ket less serviceable as a firearm. It 
took nearly three minutes to fix a 
bayonet in those days, whilst it can be 
done now in a matter of seconds, it 
was this delay in fixing bayonets that 
gave the Highlanders at Killccrunkie 
In 1GS9, under Dundee, victory over 
the forces or William. 

It was the battle or Ramilles, in 
May, 1796, which taught the lesson 
how the bayonet should be fixed. A 
keen-eyed observer on tho British side 
noticed that the French infantry were 
able to charge with the bayonet Imme- 
diately aflcr firing a volley, without 
having to wait to screw their bayonets 
into the end of the barrel or their 
muskets. When the fight was over 
and the forces of Marlborough held 
the field, some or the firelocks aban- 
doned by tho foe were picked up and 
examined, and it was found that the 
bayonet was secured by a circular 
band of metal clasping the barrel, n 
simple device that left, the barrel clear 
for firing. The hint was taken by the 
English, and the French plan for fix- 
ing adopted. Up to the Egyptian and 
Soudanese war the bayonet, was « 
tapering triangular rod, 24 inches 
long. lis length caused It to fre- 
quently break, and it was shortened. 
At present it is built on the principle 
of a broad knlic, and is short in 
length. 

At Waterloo it was the flashing Unes 
or steel that the French round il vain 
to attack. At Abu Klea and on Egyp- 
Man battlefields the Dervishes who 
survived the rifle fire and Maxims 
found the glittering lines of British 
bayonets an impregnable line of de- 
fence. In the Indian Mutiny it was 
the weapon the mutinous Indians 
dreaded most, and in the Peninsula 
campaign, Napier's men used it with 
deadly effect. It Is being used to-day 
as never before, and the men being 
trained in Kingston are getting good 
lessons in its use. 



The importance or the machine-gun 
is glowing more and more every day 
at the front, and, as so many students 
have in the past gone overseas In vari- 
ous capacities, and a great many have 
now definitely made up their mind to 
follow this good example, we think 
that a little information dealing par- 
ticularly with the organization and 
operation of a machine-gun section 
will prove of interest. 

The present establishment of a ma- 
chine-gun section consists in all of 
thirty-four men. These comprise a 
body distinct and separate from the 
other ranks of the battalion, and they 
arc kept closely in touch with each 
other both on duty and in barracks. 

In addition to this particular ma- 
chine-gun section, a number of the 
other men of tho battalion are trained 
and given a fair knowledge of the 
operation, construction, etc., and thus 
are able to assist when necessary at 
the front. 

Machine-guns used at present are of 
seven different designs, and, for all 
the general principle of each is on a 
similar basis, still the mechanism var- 
ies considerably; «II being of mechan- 
ical construction are naturally liable 
to stoppages during operation, and 
meu who have a mechanical turn of 
mind are particularly adapted. 

When it is remembered that ma- 
chine-guns in action fire at the rate 
of from 420 to about 720 shots per 
minute, or 7 to 12 a second, according 
to the type of gun, it follows that If 
this high power weapon were operated 
by any other than men who in 'the 
first instance were adapted, and later 
had been specially trained, the effect- 
iveness would be completely lost. The 
firing power of one gun is equal to 
about sixty men, firing rapidly; and 
only takes up the frontage of two men 
with rifles. 

Men who have either a natural me- 
chanical turn of mind, or through 
their traiuing have studied this pro- 
fession, are necessarily the very beat 
typo that can be detailed for (his im- 
portant work, as, starting with this 
considerable advantage, it is not long 
beftirc they have picked up the other 
important points, and ao become pro- 
ficient lu every branch of the work. 

The power of machine-guns entirely 
depends upon the skill of the men 
operating same; and it. is, therefore, 
essential that each and every man 
must be proficient in the duties of 
evory other member of the section. 

In addition to the actui.1 machine- 
gun work, each man of the squad must 
have a knowledge of signalling, the 
use of the. buzzer; and also bo a gofid 
Judge of distance. These sections do 
not work in large bodies — each man 
must be capable of acting upon his 
own responsibility and initiative when 
necessity arises. 

It is of interest to note that in all 
English Reference Books it. is laid 
down that when selecting machine- 
gun units, "the men must be of good 
physique, have good eyesight, of calm 
determination, good education, and 
mechanical aptitude." 

From the short, summary given 
above, it is no exaggeration to say 
that any one who Joins and becomes 
proficient in this particular work, 
should start, off with the advantages 
obtained from education, etc. There 
must be a number of the students to 
whom this particular branch will ap- 
peal, and it is confidently expected 
that a number of them will enroll in 
this section with the 148th.

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OR. BRUCE TAYLOR 
PAYS TRIBUTE TO 
WORK OF WOMEN 



(Continued from l'âge I.) 
*n to a rest camp, to which they were 
marched at great speed. Inside of 
twenty minutes, said the lecturer, the 
whole thousand men were In tents. 
Dr. Taylor here paid great tribute to 
the Salvation Army for thr work they 
were doing in running cook tents, etc. 
Tin Y.M.C.A. and Church of England 
clubs were also doing their share on 
ihe social side, so that, on the whole 
the men were well cared for. The 
battalion were two nights in the rest 
(amp, where they got their kits from 
tiic transport. Then they left for a 
small town in the North of France, 
■arriving there after being all day on 
the train. Everywhere, said Dr. Tay- 
ilor, the soldiers were fleeced by tho 
'inhabitants, both of England and 
Trance, having to pay double price for 
■ill the extras they needed in the way 
»f food. In this place the lecturer got 
his first glimpse of real fighting. 
•Aetoplanes, he said, patrolled in tnc 
miv continually day and night, The 
•patrols were monoplanes with an S0- 
jhorso power Gno.mc engine and a 
5.*wis & Savage repeater. The bi- 
planes are the real fighters, and carry 
. ia Maxim machine gnu. The lecturer 
.here gave a very interesting descrip- 
■Hon of a fight between a German 
Taube coming back from a raid and a 
3>'reneli biplane. The latter rushed rc- 
iieatedly right up to the Taube and 
discharged her gun. soon bringing 
down the German. The lecturer told 
how each aeroplane is furnished with 
a double control, so that If the pilot Is 
Injured the observer can still keep the 
aeroplane under control. 

Next, Dr. Taylor spoke of a new 
position that the -12nd took up near 
Yprcs in Belgium. The quarters that 
the officers had were very windy, but 
Montreal papers and paste soon filled 
up the holes. Yet, said Dr. Taylor, the 
place was so cold that they went to 
bed at 7 p.m. One night, however, 
(some of the McGUl Hospital staff paid 
* visit to them al S o'clock and rooted 
lbem out of bed. Col, Birkett, Lleut.- 
Col. Yates and Dr. Ed. Archibald and 
Dr. Russell were amongst the party. 

From this spot Dr. Taylor went 
.Ihrough the trenches to the first line. 
IMis fir3t. experience under fire the lec- 
turer described as a very peculiar 
sensation. With Capt. Scrimger, V.C.. 
;Dr. Taylor walked along the commun- 
d cat ion trench, dug out about 7 feet 
and floored «iili wood. These 
Jrenchea are very narrow in the Eng- 
lish lines and 7ig-zag so as to avoid 
direct fire through the communication 
trench. Dr. Taylor came to the re- 
serve, and hence lo iho first line 
■trenches. These, be said, were more 
aike bastions than trenches, and never 
Jan straight for more ihan thirty feet. 
Jn the reserve trench he met Stuart 
Tvamsay, an old McQill hockey slar, 
■who went with him. 

The artillery fire, said the lecturer, 
is going on ail day and night, and a 
eiuiet nigh' means a loss of perhaps 
two thousand men. and so there is 
arvcry necessity to keep up recruiting. 
3 n the evening ihings slacken off. ex- 



fourteen feet away from the house he 
was in. 

Dr. Taylor next discussed Ihe sub- 
ject of the men in the ranks, giving 
details of the shifts In which the men 
went into the first line trenches — the 
mosi popular being five days in and 
fifteen out. Last year, continued Hie 
lecturer, the men suffered consider 
ably from a partial stoppage of circu- 
lation due lo tight puttees and too 
deep boots. This was avoided In sev- 
eral ways. The kilt, said Dr. Taylor, 
was still in use when he left, aun -n- 
dced was n very comfortable garment 
to wear. As chaplain, the lecturer 
claimed thai he got much nearer the 
men than the other officers, who had 
a certain dignity to keep up. These 
soldiers, he said, were n never-ending 
delight lo him, and although not all 
saints, yet they all played the game. 
Dr. Taylor made the startling state- 
ment that a canteen had been started 
for the regiment while ai Shorncliffe 
because it was thought better to keep 
the men who would drink under the 
eyes of the officers. 

The lecturer claimed for the men a 
groat sense of humor which was ex- 
traordinary and delightful, though at 
times not of Ihe highest order. The 
rivalry, too, bel ween the companies 
was very keen, each company ex- 
celling In some special field. "A" 
Company, in which were Hugh Walk- 
er and An Matheson, were noted for 
making themselves comfortable under 
auy circumstances, and sometimes by 
means scarcely regular. In rainy wea- 
ther, said Dr. Taylor, the place in 
which the 4-nd were In, looked like 
a quagmire, yet on the whole there 
was far less sickness in Belgium than 
at .Shorncliffe. The men were well 
fed and even succeeded in matting arm 
chairs out of bacon boxes. 

Finally, the lecturer, in giving his 
Impression as to the duration or war, 
said it was going to last a long time 
yet, The Germans ale nowhere beat- 
en on their own soil, and they sceni to 
have no shortage of munitions. There 
may be internal strife yet, said Dr. 
Taylor: our main hope lies In eco- 
nomic pressure. Dr. Taylor advised 
no one to think of banging off. for al- 
though, as he thinks Britain is wlu- 
uing. yet there is a long way lo go. 
One thing, however, said the lecturer. 
Is sure, that to-day for every shell Ihe 
Germans send, they get back two. It 
is, however, lo natural difficulties ou 
the western front that wr may assign 
the lack of any marked advance; yet 
when an advance comes, il will be 
along the whole line, although even 
then it w ill be very costly. 

"We have a right," concluded Dr. 
Taylor, "to be. proud of our Canadian 
troops, to be proud of all the Iroops of 
the Empire. Although I have Tiren 
but a short time in the trenches, T 
havc come back with bigger and kind- 
lier sense of the heroism that lies be- 
hind the common man."
